and Mayor Sharpe James. Congressman 
Donald Payne, who traveled with President 
Clinton on Air Force One, was instrumental 
in getting the President to come to Newark. 
President Clinton's new proposal, New 
Markets, was created to spur development 
in cities like Newark that have not grown 
along with the rest of the country during the 
country's economic boom. The new pro- 
gram would guarantee 15 billion in financial 
aid for cities like Newark. While unemploy- 
ment has dramatically declined in Newark,

it is still above the national average. "You 
need more jobs and more businesses," Clin- 
ton told the cheering students of Shabazz 
"If we don't do this now, at a time of great 
prosperity, we will never get around to it." 

Before the President appeared, he met with 
a group of 17 students in the school's library 
These students were members of Project 
Grad (Graduation Really Achieves 
Dreams), a scholarship program that enables 
students to attend college on a $ 6,000 year 

ly scholarships. Lucent Technologies and 
the Ford Foundation sponsor the program. 
Students must maintain a 2.5 grade-point 
average and attend summer sessions. 

While the President spoke to Project Grad 
students in the library, senior Chaz Moses 
introduced Rev. Jackson to the assembled 
students. Rev. Jackson dazzled students with 
his oratorical skills. Rev. Jackson's message 
was one of hope and encouragement 

“Г am somebody," Jackson shouted 
"Respect me, protect me, never neglect me 


My mind is a pearl. I can learn anything in 


the world. Keep hope alive. Keep hope 
alive." Students responded enthusiastically 
to Jackson's appeals. Students and teachers 
responded passionately to the President's 
appeals. “I am so proud to be a Shabazz 
teacher and to be part of history," said Ms. 
Veronica Bridges. 

President Clinton's New Markets initiative 
is part of a broad package of incentives and 
money from government and private corpo- 
rations like Prudential and ATT to help 
lessen urban unemployment, improve edu- 
cational opportunities, and develop stronger 
ties between private industry and urban 
schools like Shabazz. 

Joining the President were the co-owners of 
the New Jersey Nets, Lewis Katz and Ray- 
mond Chambers, who are pushing a drive to 
bring the Nets to Newark to join the New 


Jersey Arts Center and baseball's Newark 
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Bears. The owners and players of the Nets 
announced that they would adopt Shabazz 
as a sign of their commitment to inner-city 
schools. Jayson Williams told cheering stu- 
dents that he would have a party for 200 stu 
dents in his Clinton, New Jersey, mansion 
for those students who do community ser- 
vice 

“You know we throw some good parties,” 
Williams informed the excited students 
“You can come to my house and party 
hardy.” 

Williams told the band that they would 
receive new uniforms and instruments from 
Katz as a sign of their involvement . An 
amused and surprised Katz nodded an 
assent
